6,  - PREVALENCE  OP,  AITO  CONTROL  OVER,

TaLlc  V shows  the  total  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases,  notified  during  1940,  classified  according  to  age, 
together  with  tha  numhcr  of  cases  removed  to  Hospital  and 
the  total  deaths  from  each  disease. 

SmalLpox. 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the 
year.  No  primary  vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(smallpox)  Prevention  Regulations,  1917. 

Scarlet  Pever. 

^xteen  notifications  of  Scarlet  Pever  were 
received  compared  with  forty-two  for  1939.  The  case-rate 
v/as  0,78  per  thousand  population  compared  with  1.63  for 
England  and  v/ales  as  a ¥/hole.  All  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Two 
other  cases  were  also  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment  but 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  v/ere  notified  as  against 
four  in  1939,  giving  a case-rate  of  0,15  per  thousand 
population,  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
l,l6.  All  patients  vrore  removed  to  the  Council's  Isolation 
Hospital  for  treatment.  In  four  other  cases  patients  wore  also 
admitted  to  hospital  suspected  of  suffering  from  Diphtheria, 
but  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  children  completed 
their  course  of  treatment  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas, 


Three  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received. 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Five  notifications  of  this  condition  were  received, 
giving  a case-rate  per  thousand  total  births  of  16,13 
compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Woles  of  11,96. 

The  Surrey  County  Council  is  the  authority  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  in  its  scheme  provides  for 
any  necessary  institutional  treatment,  or  for  the  obtaining 
of  consultant's  opinion,  or  of  bacteriological  examinations 
required  for  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia. 

Pneumonia. 


Eighteen  notifications  in  respect  of  Pneumonia  were 

received.

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  which  were 
admitted  to  isolation  hospital  for  treatment. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Particulars  of  nev;  coses  of  tuberculosis  v/hich 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year  arc  set  out  in  the  following  Table 
together  with  an  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  area 
from  this  disease  during  the  same  period.  The  nev/  cases 
include,  in  addition  to  those  officially  notified,  eight 
patients  v/ho  came  into  the  district  from  other  areas  in 
which  they  had  already  been  notified. 

The  six  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
represent  an  annual  death  rate  of  0,29  per  thousand  of 
the  population.  Two  deaths  were  caused  by  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  the  death  rate  for  this  condition  being 
0,10,  The  total  tuberculosis  death  rate  per  thousand 
population  is  therefore  0,39*
